Commissioner Brennan: I might 
say before you call the roll that 
about a year ago last June I had 
occasion to ask the Civil Service 
Commission for an eligible list for 
temporary patrolmen. A great many 
of these men were placed in exempt 
classifications by the various draft 
. boards for the period of the war. Іп 
addition to this you will notice an- 
other resolution showing some 
thirty-four men taken from the 
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ehgible hst as permanent members 
of the department, and I am com- 
pelled to dispense with the services 
of some eighteen or twenty men 
who have been in service. Some of 
the men on the eligible list are found 
by the doctor to be unfit physically 
for service owing to conditions 
caused by oversea duty, I presume. 
These men will be considered at a 
later period to determine whether 
they are fit physically for reinstate- 
ment. These men will be placed on 
a preferred eligible list at the ex- 
piration of the present eligible list. 
It seems hard to have to lay them 
off, but that is not my fault and is 
in conformity with the laws of civil 
service. In conference with the Civil 
Service Commission it has been 
agreed that in the event of them 
showing marked improvement at 
any time in the near future that 
they may receive their permanent 
places in the department.

It is my opinion that the Board of 
Commissioners has the power to pass 
an ordinance to regulate the opening 
and closing of barber shops on Sun- 
day, if it so desires, by virtue of the 
provisions of Chapter 97 of the Laws

I have made а change in the title 
of the ordinance and some slight 
changes in the clause relating to 
penalties and return herewith a new 
draft, which embodies all of the sug- 
gestions made by the proposers of the 
ordinance, which I think will meet 
the situation.

3. The clear interior view of 
every barber shop or other place 
wherein the business of shaving, hair 
cutting or other barbering is carried 
on within the City of Newark shall 
on the first day of the week, com- 
monly known as Sunday, be in no 
way obstructed by а screen, non- 
transparent glass, shade, blind, door, 
Shutter or merchandise, or any other 
article placed therein. 

4. The entire interior of every 
barber shop or other place wherein 
the business of shaving, hair cutting 
or other barbering is carried on in 
the City of Newark shall on the first 
day of the week, commonly known 
as Sunday, be open to full view from 
the public street. 

5. Any person, firm or corporation 
violating any of the provisions of

Mayor  Gillen: This question 
which came up about the salary for 
the Police and Fire Department has 
stirred up, as it always does, a gen- 
eral unrest all through the various 
depariments of the city government, 
and as you all know there is nothing 
so troublesome in this whole work 
“which we have to do as the salary 
question. Every time there is a sal- 
ary change of any kind in any de- 
partment it seems to affect almost 
everybody employed by the city. 
They all come in under our various 
departments and they feel there 
^ should be changes made in their 
salaries. When we first.came into 
office the suggestion was made and 
should be kept that the salary ques- 
tion ought to be standardized in 
some way. It seems to me that that 
must be done sooner or later. You 
cannot take one set of city employees 
and give them work which is some- 
what similar to the dork done by 
another set and give that set 20% 
or 30% or 50%. more salary and ex- 
pect to maintain discipline or effi- 
ciency. You can't get efficiency. 
This is a serious question for us be- 
cause I tell you now that you cannot 
increase substantially the salaries of 
one class of employees and expect 
efficiency from others who are get- 
ting a much lower salary. You can- 
not do it and the result will be that 
you will become disorganized and 
you cannot get efficiency in your de- 
partments. I stil contend that the 
salary of city employees should be 
standardized. I do not know how 
you are going to do it, but it is a 
question of vital importance, it 
seems to me, because the city work 
must be done. Ithink this is a mat- 
ter we ought to discuss and take 
some action on it. ! 

Commissioner Brennan: I cer- 
tainly agree with you. You cannot 
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expect efficiency or very much co- 
operation if you do not pay the city 
employees a living wage. It has 
been almost impossible to live up to 
the standard in any industry. Stand- 
ards are jumping up over night and 
he is a pretty slick man who is able 
to keep in touch with the standards. 
The county standardized the sal- 
aries of their employees, but it did 
not remain standardized very long. 

Commissioner Archibald: The 
clerical forces are suffering the most 
and in a great many cases they are 
justified in asking for an increase. 
I would like to see their salaries 
standardized. 

Commissioner Monahan: I would 
like to see this whole question set- 
tled to the satisfaction of all city 
employees. 

Mayor Gillen: 1 think we ought 
to make inquiry and find out where 
salaries have been standardized. 

Commissioner Archibald moved 
that the city clerk be instructed to 
write to Washington, D. C.; the Mu- 
nicipal Bureau of Research, New 
York, and some of the large cities in 
the United States regarding stand- 
ardization of salaries of city em- 
ployees.

Mr. Harold Simand! appeared be- 
fore the Board to urge the retention 
of fifty firemen who are about to be 
laid off by the Director of Public 
Safety. “I appear here authorized 
by fifty employees of the City of New- 
ark in the capacity of firemen. We 
have been unofficially informed that 
their services are to be dispensed 
with on October 1st. Тһе. proposi- 
tion is this: We are here asking 
that the date set for the final de- 
termination of their status be ex- 
tended. Of course we intend to have 
the courts of law of thb state de- 
termine our position legally. We 
are not in а position at this time to 
Say exactly what our position is. 
The men have been appointed on 
September 1st, 1918, I believe. Prior 


„Кю that time there were some men 


appointed in June—I think 37. Our 
contention is that although we do 
not want to take the positions of the 
Soldiers and sailors who served dur- 
ing the war we believe that the men 
appointed in June are legally taking 
their places. These men whom I 
represent were appointed for an em- 
ergency, and if these men who are 
now being appointed are not soldiers 
and sailors we intend to fight them. 
If these men are appointed they 
Surely are not in a position to take 
active interest in the Fire Depart- 
ment; they will have to go to school 
and become trained firemen. These 
men for a year and a half have been 
in the Fire Department, are trained 
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firemen and should be entitled to 
some recognition at this time." 


Commissioner Brennan — These 
men appointed in June were given 
temporary appointments to fil va- 
cancies of men who were placed in 
deferred classification grades by the 
various draft boards. Тһе men who 
were appointed in September were ap- 
pointed from the civil service certi- 
fication after having passed qualify- 
ing examinations, not as regularly 
Selected firemen, but as men to fill 
an emergency during the absence of 
men called to the service. We can- 
not give you an extension because 
wé haven't got sufficient money to 
pay these men. We have an over- 
load of 52 men at the present time 
in the Fire Department. 


Mayor Gillen called attention to 
the fact that a lot of colored people 
who are coming into the city to at- 
tend the Colored Baptist Convention 
are having а terrible time to find 
places in which to lodge; that they 
аге hiring taxies at the depots and 
the taxi drivers are charging two or 
three times more than the legal fare 
for conveying them to different parts 
of the city. 


Commissioner Brennan stated he 
would immediately investigate the 
matter and stop the practice of over- 
charging for taxi hire. 


Mayor Gillen—I want to take up 
the question of telephone charges. 
In New York, I understand, the tele- 
phone rates have been reduced and 
here in New Jersey instead of re- 
ducing them I understand the tele- 
phone company has made applica- 
tion, or will make application, that 
the war time rates be continued, and 
I think that we ought to make an 
application before the Board of Uti- 
ity Commissioners io have the rates 
reduced.

A4...rney Joseph J  Braelow ap- 
peared before the Board to protest 
against the passage of the ordinance. 
“I represent the Master Barbers of 
the hill section of the city. The 
Master Barbers of the hill section of 
the city are opposed to the enact- 
ment of this ordinance for several 
reasons, which they deem sufficient. 
One of these reasons is the fact that 
this.ordinance is discriminatory, in 
that it picks out from the many hun- 
dred kinds of business just one line 
of business—the barber shops—and 
legislates against it. There is no 
more particular reason why a barber 
shop should be closed than shoe 
stores or grocery stores. You may 
as well close the grocery store, shoe 
store and all other stores and only 
revert back to the old blue law that 
has been but a law on our statute 
books. The enactment of an ordi- 
nance of this kind would only tend 
to be a movement backwards instead 
of forwards. It certainly seems to 
me that this ordinance is unfair to 
most barbers, hundreds of them, who 
desire to remain open. Their over- 
head goes on just the same and un- 
der this ordinance they lose one- 
seventh of their time and nothing to 
compensate them for it. An ordi- 
nance of this kind is the exercise of 
the police power of this city and it 
does not seem to me that these bar- 
ber shops can be ‘looked upon as a 
nuisance if permitted to remain open 
on Sundays. Тһе closing of these 
Shops on Sunday, particularly in the 
hill section, would work a great 
hardship. I do not suppose the com- 
missioners know, but I can familiarly 
tell them that there is at least one 
religious sect that cannot use bar- 
ber shops on Saturdays, and these 
people would be placed under a great 
hardship and this ordinance would 
certainly discriminate against these 
people if they had to go from Friday 
until Monday morning without being 
able to get shaved. 


“It has been s2id——and Y have heard 
it said here today—that a petition 


containing 500 names has been pre- 
sented showing that these men are 
in favor of this ordinance. Perhaps 
there are $00 people in favor of this 
ordinance. While it may benefit 
these 500 people to close the barber 
shops on Sundays, still it will be a 
hardship on hundreds of thousands 
of people in Newark. Downtown 
shops are particularly in favor of this 
ordinance, because their business is 


` transient, and they do a greater busi- 
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ness during the week than on Sun- 
days, but the barber shops out of the 
business district do most of their 
business on Sundays and their busi- 
ness is week-end business, and we 
respectfully petition this ‘body not 
to pass this ordinance.”’ 


Mr. Samuel J. Kauffman—I rep- 
resent the Ironbound District of the 
Master Barbers’ Association. The 
barbers in that district are opposed 
to this ordinance, as well as most 
if not all of the working elass. Most 
of the inhabitants of that district are 
working men and are unable to get 
shaved on Saturdays. Most of these 
men go to work early in the morn- 
ing and, like the híll section, con- 
sist mainly of working men and they 
во to work at six or seven o'clock in 
the morning, come back tired and 
by the time he has had hís supper 
he is notin condition to go to the 
barber shop, neither does he feel in 
the mood, алб it would work а hard- 
ship particularly to the Ironbound 
District as well as the hill section 
if the gentlemen of this commission 
enforce or pass this ordinance, 


Attorney Mancusi-Ungaro—I also 
appear for the Ironboünd barbers. 
Besides the reasons given by my two 
predecessors I would like to say that 
the ordinance proposed would work 
an undue hardship upon the working 
people, as they do not leave work 
until five, six, seven and sometimes 
later and after working all day they 
often have to go out and make some 
purchases and would not have time 
to во Чо the barber shop on Satur- 
day. The only time they can do it 


is Sunday morning. І think the 
present ordinance of the city is quite 
broad enough, and as Mr. Braelow 
has said the ironbound and hill sec- 
tion barbers are not in the same posi- 
tion as the barbers of the business 
section, as their best days аге Sun- 
days. If they are not permitted to 
open their shops on Sunday the rev- 
eune of the shops would not be suffi- 
cient. Ав I say, most barber shops 
on the four corners would endure 
no hardship because they do very 
little business on Sunday, but it is 
different with the barbers in the 
hil and ironbound sections as their 
trade is workingmen's and the only 
big day they get is Sunday morning. 
I feel if the others want to close the 
whole day they can arrange between 
themselves. Тһе difference between 
the barbersintheresidential and bus- 
iness districts is that the barbers in 
the business district do most of their 
business duríng the week, while the 
barbers in the residential districts 
have to rely on the workingmen who 
only come on Saturdays and Sun- 
days, and if the shops were closed 
on Sundays it would only give the 
workingmen from seven to eleven 
on Saturday night to get in trim for 
Sunday. 


Attorney Braelow: There is at 
present on the books of the city an 
ordinance which prohibits the open- 
ing on Sundays and holidays of bar- 
ber shops after 12 o’clock noon. I 
might call to the commissioners’ 
minds that if this ordinance were 
passed and with a holiday coming 
on a Monday or a Saturday it would 
cause an undue hardship. For in- 
stance, if a holiday should fall on a 
Saturday shops would have to close 
at noon and if required to remain 
closed all day Sunday under the 
provisions of this ordinance you can 
see that a man would have to go 
from Saturday noon until Monday 
morning without being shaved. 
Likewise, if a holiday should fall 
‘upon a Monday a man would have 
to get along without being shaved 


from Saturday until Tuesday unless 
he had time to visit a shop for the 
few hours on Monday morning, and 
that certainly would be a hardship. 


Mayor Gillen: Are there any 


- others who wish to speak against 
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this ordinance? If not, we will hear . 
those in favor of the ordinance. 


Counsellor E. Garfield Gifford: 
Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, I 
think the last question raised by Mr. 
Braelow is sufficiently explained by 
reading the last part of this ordi- 
nance which provides that ''all ordi- 
nances ог parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent with this ordinance are here- 
by repealed," or, in other words, if 
your Honorable Body passes this 
ordinance it will be legal for barber 
Shops to remain open on legal holi- 
days to take care of their business. 
The present ordinance will take care 
of that situation. It seems to me 
that this ordinance instead of being 
а step backward is one that is in 
line with the movement of the times. 
We are all familiar with the fact 
that all the trade and labor unions 
organized for the workingmen are all 
looking forward to one day of rest 
in seven for their employees. Тһе 
barber business has been so con- 
ducted in the past that it is impos- 
sible for a man engaged in that line 
of work to have his one day with his 
family. In all the other professions 
the working class receive a half holi- 
day on Saturday afternoon. There 
is no need with all the present mod- 
ern improvements for barber shops 
to be open Sundays. 

I represent the signatures of one 
petition presented to you Honorable 
Body. There are over 500 signa- 
tures which represent ninety per 
cent. of the men engaged in this line 
of work in Newark. There are shops 
from down neck; there are shops 
from Forest Hill and from the hill 
section and from everywhere. А 
small part of the gentlemen are 
here. They do not represent one 10- 
cality of the city or one race of the 
city. They are here—-Italians, He- 


.rews, Americans and colored gentle- 
men, all nationalities that are еп- 
gaged in this line of business, urging 
you to pass this ordinance. They 
have carefully considered this ordi- 
nance and the last thing that they 


would want to do is to in- 
terfere with their own business, 
but they feel the time has 


come when such an ordinance of 
this character should be passed so 
that they will be in line with all 
other trades and professions. Men 
can go to barber shops on Saturday 
afternoon and have plenty of time 
to be taken care of. The gentlemen 
opposing it say they represent the 
Master Barbers оп the hill. They do 
not say how many shops they repre- 
sent. You will find in the petition 
filed with your Honorable Body 
Master Barbers and Journeymen 
from all sections of the city. There 
are a few gentlemen here with small 
shops——-one-man shops—who want to 
remain open. They should not be 
considered as against this over- 
whelming majority. We urge that 
it be passed. А majority of the 
gentlemen here are authorized to 
,. represent journeymen barbers and 
master barbers and they should be 
heard. 


Mayor Gillen: Is there anyone-else 
who wishes to speak in favor of this 
ordinance? 


Mr. Blanchard: Mr. Mayor and 
gentlemen: I did not intend to make 
any remarks, but I think the situa- 
tion as has been presented by coun- 
sel has been thoroughly covered. I 
personally made a canvass of the old 
12th ward section, Murray Street, 
Old Bowery Street, known as Flem- 
ing Street, and all down neck sec- 
tion and I only found four shops of 
the Ironbound district who did not 
care to close. Two out of the four 
said they would.close if the others 
did. The other two said they would 
close if the ordinance was passed; 
they did not know that it was law 
and they would have to close if it 
was passed. That is the situation. 
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The signatures upon the petition 
presented represents master barbers 
from all sections of the city. The 
feeling on the hill is the same as it 
is down neck and it is not only the 
Broad and Market Street men who 
want to close up. 


Commissioner Monahan: I do not 
agree with Mr. Blanchard's remarks 
regarding the down neck section. I 
know there are а majority of them. 
and a big majority that do not want 
to close up—a big majority.. Most 
of them are represented here today. 


Mr. Caruso: Irepresent the Jour- 
neymen Barbers. I have heard quite 
а little discussion about the uphill 
barbers. I at one time was an 
organizer and business agent for the 
barbers, and I am equal to tell you 
just what the different sections of 
the city are. The hill section, con- 
sidered the Jewish section, do a tre- 
mendous business on Fridays and 
Saturdays. The counsel for them 
stated they did not do any business 
Saturday. These men are the ones 
that are violating at present the 12 
o'clock Sunday closing ordinance. 
They are violating the present ordi- 
nance by keeping open until two, 
three, four o’clock Sundays and even 
later. 


The down neck section I am pretty 
familiar with also. There are quite 
a few of them that want to close on 
Sunday, because most of them can 
do that business on Saturday very 
easy. The biggest part in the neck 
section do most of their business on 
Saturday and the few men that do 
wait until Sunday can shift to Sat- 
urday as well as Sunday. They fig- 
ure if the barber shop is open they 
will take advantage of it. If barber 
shops were closed these same people 
would go Saturday night. Тһе peo- 
ple that are opposed to this ordinance 
are the ones that are violating the 
present Sunday closing ordinance. 
One of the violators of the present 12 
o'clock Sunday closing ordinance is | 
present here today protesting against 
this ordinance, and he is naturally 


opposed to closing barber shops on 
Sunday. 

The journeymen feel the barber 
shops should be closed on Sundays. 
I might say Trenton, Paterson, 
Montclair and a whole lot of other 
little burgs that we do not know 
about do not aliow their barber 
shops to remain open on Sundays. I 
believe, Mr. Mayor, that this ordi- 
nance ought to go through. The 
barbers are in favor of it. We are 
in favor of it. It is an advance move- 
ment and will not dissatisfy the gen- 
eral public. Closing the shops on 
Sundays makes the general public 
realize that they сап get shaved on 
Saturday as well as on Sunday. We 
do not need to keep open for them in 
order for them to get shaved. An- 
other word I would like to say is 
that the hill section are all in favor 
of it. 

Commissioner Monahan: I might 
state that in answer to that gentle- 
man a lot of people down neck work 
at night and cannot get shaved Satur- 
day night. I am only speaking from 
the number of men who have spoken 
to me against this ordinance. 
born and brought up down there and 
I know the conditions. I know the 
majority of barbers are in favor of 
keeping open Sunday mornings. 


Mr. Caruso: You are aware of 
the fact that if these men work all 
night they have all day to get shaved 
in. They can get up 15 minutes 
earlier and accommodate the barber. 


Commissioner Monahan: I believe 
in satisfying the majority and I 
know that the majority of down neck 
barbers want to keep open Sundays. 


Mr. Gifford: I might say that the 
petition here filed with you contains 
the signatures of a majority of bar- 
bers below the railroad and in ad- 
dition to what the representative 
of the journeymen has said I would 
like to add that this same ordinance 
has been passed in Camden, Trenton, 
Passaic, Bayonne and is now upder 
consideration in Jersey City. The 


I was: 
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reason Judge Ungaro is opposed 
to it is because he was in, Atlantic 
City Sunday and even all the barber 
shops there were closed. It really 
is à movement in line with the times. 
There is very little in this ordinance 
that is discriminatory of this trade. 
If other lines of business want the 
same conditions they can go and 
have an enabling act passed in the 
Legislature. 

Mr. Goodwin: І might state that 
this gathering shows by the appear- 
ance of both sides who are against 
it. This side is against it and this 
Side in greater majority is in favor 
of it. I am in favor of it. Six days 
is enough for any man to work and 
Sunday is а day for prayer and rest. 

Mr. Bowen: І would like to see 
the ordinance passed. Anybody can 
get time to get shaved on Saturday. 
Most of the shops do not start to 
&et any business on Sundays until 
10 o'clock and sometimes eleven 
and for these few hours it is not 
worth while to keep the shops open. 
On Saturdays we work from 7 o'clock 
in the morning until after 11 o'clock 
at night and we seldom have enough 
time to get enough sleep to rest for 
the next day. 


Mr. Rumley: І represent the bar- 
bers in the southern end of the city. 
I have been in business there for 
twenty years. I know there is no 
barber around my neighborhood ex- 
cept one who is not in favor of this 
ordinance. Every man who wants 
to get shaved finds some time to get 
shaved, whether he works on the 
railroad or all night. Most men at 
Present get shaved on a Saturday 
and there is no reason why a few 
cannot do the same. If a man knows 
the shops are closed on Sundays he 
will come in and get shaved on Sat- 
urday, but if he knows they are open 
on Sundays he will wait until Sun- 
day. I hope the commissioners will 
consider this ordinance carefully. 

Mr. Gasprini: I do not represent 
any organization, but I cover the 
Italian section, and ап the barbers 


there with the exception of one or 
two are in favor of this ordinance. 
These few won't sign the petition, 
but say if the ordinance is passed 
they will observe the law. Years 
ago barber shops were open all day 
until six o'clock at night and during 
those days men would wait until the 
last minute to get shaved. Later 
on they used to close at four o'clock, 
then three and finally it was noon 
time as it is today. Business on 
Sundays today does not amount 
to enough to keep a shop open. 
The shops are open оп Sat- 
urdays from 7 o'clock in the 
morning until 11 o’clock at night. 
The only business that is done on 
Sundays are a few men who come in 
between the hours of 10 and 12 
o’clock and the time before 10 
_o’clock is wasted, and if the shops 
were all closed on Sundays these 
few men would come in just the 
same on Saturdays. Instead of go- 
ing to the barber’s, men go home 
and then go to the movies and wait 
until Sunday morning to get shaved. 


Mr, Ebert: Gentlemen, I am іп 
favor of this ordinance and I am 
sure it is satisfactory to the majority 
of barbers. All trades and professions 
are only working six days a week 
at present and most of them have 
Saturday afternoons off. The ma- 
jority of people know that working 
seven days a week is a thing of the 
past. Everybody is in favor of a 
forty-eight hour week and it has 
been agreed upon all over the coun- 
try. There is no doubt in my mind 
but what any man can get shaved 
on Saturday. If they cannot get 
shaved on Saturday, let them buy a 
safety razor. Some years ago there 
was an ordinance put in by the bar- 
bers’ union to close at noon on Sun- 
day. These same people here ob- 
jected to the petition that time. I 
think this request is fair and lots of 
cities in this State and other States 
are passing ordinances of this kind. 
I have travelled quite а bit through 
the West and in most of the large 


cities you cannot find a barber shop 
open on Sundays. I cannot see why 


this ordinance should not be passed. 
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Mr. Dixon: Mr. Mayor and gen- 
tlemen of the Commission, I feel 
very much honored to be permitted 
to come here and speak in favor of 
ihis ordinance on such a special oc- 
casion. 1 am only glad to see so 
many intelligent faces in favor of 
closing the barber shops on Sunday, 
which I think is the first step in the 
uplift movement for humanity in 
such a large city as Newark, N. J., 
and I hope that the good people of 
this city will appreciate our stand, 
because this day God gave us for our 
rest. I feel proud to see that there 
are so many of our barbers present 
to represent such a movement, and 
I think you gentlemen will see the 
justice of our move, and I hope these 
few who are opposed will consider 
the matter over and see how much 
better it would be. 


Counsellor Gifford then referred 
to the petition submitted to the 
Board and read a number of signa- 
tures of barbers who had signed it 
below the railroad, and stated that 
the majority of them have actually 
signed the petition. 

Commissioner Brennan: Have you 
any knowledge of men having signed 
it under duress, so to speak? I 
might say, while I am in favor of the 
passage of this ordinance, there have 
been over a dozen men who have 
waited upon me, whose names are 
on that petition, who say they signed 
it so as not to get into trouble. I 
am frank in stating my position. I 
think it is not more than fair that 
І should let the other commissioners 
know this. It may be that they have 
been approached by such men. 

Mayor Gillen: There certainly is 
some difference in opinion, and I do 
not think we should take it up until 


the other commissioner, Mr. Ray- 
mond, is present, 

Mr. Mancusi-Ungaro: І would 
like to offer a suggestion. Why not 


let the License Department go to 


the barber shops and get their 
opinion of men in charge. I think 
we could then get the real opinion. 
There are charges of men having 
signed not knowing what they 
signed. If an official city man could 
get around I feel we could find out 
just how they feel. 


Commissioner Brennan: I would 
not say that charges have been made 
about signing the petition. This is 
only information given to me. Тһе 
license inspectors could not do this 
as they do not have the time.

The Board of Commerce and Navi- 
gation of the State of New Jersey 
has fixed Monday, October 20, at 
1:30 p. m. as the time, and the State 
House, Trenton, as the place, for a 
hearing upon the application of the 
Erie Railroad Company for permis- 
sion to erect а bridge to replace the 
present span on the Newark-Pater- 
son branch over the Passaic River at 
Fourth Avenue, Newark, on the east, 
and Kearny and the Borough of East 
Newark on the west. 


The plans of that bridge as filed 
with the Board do not show. that any 
foot passageway for pedestrians is 
contemplated. It is the intention 
of the Town of Kearny to be repre- 
sented at that hearing by me for the 
purpose of protesting against the ap- 
proval of said plans unless 
such a foot passageway is added.

City Counsel Congleton: I know 
something about this matter. The 
Erie Railroad wanted to enter into 
а contract for the construction of a 
bridge across the Passaic River at 
Fourth Avenue. There has always 
been a foot path across this bridge 
for the convenience‘ of the residents 
in Newark, East Newark and Kearny, 
as well as for the employees of the 
Clark Thread Works. They want to 
eliminate that now. Under the Home 
Rule Act there is a provision which, 
I think, requires the consent of this 
municipality before they can elimi- 
nate this foot path. I think it would 
be well for this Board to go on 
record as being opposed to the con- 
struction of this bridge without a 
foot path, and also calling the at- 
tention of the Board of Commerce 
and Navigation to the fact that appli- 
cation has been made to this Board 
for its permission, which we are re- 
quired to do under the Home Rule 
Act. :
